Mystery of the Delayed Appointment 


As far back as June 22, 1949, The Ed- 

monton Bulletin was informed on unim- 
achable federal authority that an order- 

in-council appointing Mr. J. J. Bowlen of 
Calgary as lieutenant-governor of Alberta 
had been passed and signed in Ottawa. 

On that date The Bulletin published 
that fact. 

On January 4, 1950, the Honorable 
John Campbell Bowen announced his 
resignation from the lieutenant-governor- 
ship for reasons of il] health. His Honor 
stated that his resignation has been sub- 
mitted to Ottawa in December but that no 
official reply had been made to it. 

All this appears to be a strange sort 
of procedure on the part of Ottawa and 
one that does not add to the dignity of an 
office that directly represents the Crown. 

Now Ottawa's announcement of Mr. 
Bowlen’s appointment seems to be immi- 
nent. Unless some sudden change of pl 
has occurred, which is always 
there can be little or no doubt 
Bowlen’s appointment was signed 
seven months ago 

Why, then, the delay in officially an-
